WEATHER IN THE WEST.

Ralns, Spows and Cold Begin to Have an
Ffleet on ‘Change— "V hont Slow to Btart,
bat the Bull Movement Is in Fail Blast,

CHICAGO—The bears in wheat and corn
weore more severely tossed onm the hornsof
the Bonrd of Trade bulls to-day than at any
time for some weeks past, and it was all on
noecount of the weather; not that it was very
much worse than it has been, but becanse
of its continued and widespread effect. All
private advices roceived to-day were of
the most disconraging nature, The niready
water-sonked flelds, from XNorth Dakota
to Texas, received a fresh load of preecini-
tation fast mnight and today, while
streams are swollen beyond all bounds,
Low temperature {s preventing germination
on the highlands. It conginues to snow or
freeze over largoe areas in Minnesota ana
the Dakotas, although a large proportion of
tho seeding is still unfluished. Shorts have
been getting mervous for some time, and
egpeculation has been growing more friendly
to the bulls: but the dullness and narrow-
ness of trade has been azainst any material
advance,und it has not been easy to start
the boom.

But this morning the friends of wheat
showed more conraze. Shorts displayed
more alarm, and while trade was far from
nctive, n stronger feeling ruled. Good boy-
ing orders camy in irom the Northwest, and
Neaw Yorkers finally came into line, while
local shorts made n wild rush to cover.
